REPORT. 


To the People of Littleton : 


The fiscal year now ending has not been marked by anything 
out of the usual course of events with the schools of the town. 
Our educational machinery is very imperfect in many respects. 
To these defects the attention of the people may be most profitably 
directed. “% 
DISTRICT LINES. 

Ten years ago particular attention was called to the condition of 
the schools in the small and remote districts. Since that time No. 
16, has been partitioned among the neighboring districts, leaving 
fourteen districts outside of Unioz District. We renew the sug- 
gestion then made that No. 13 be united with No. 6, that a new 
arrangement be made for Districts 19, 18 and 11 at the West part 
of the town, and that the territory of No. 12 on Dalton line be 
partitioned among the neighboring districts in both towus. 

We do not by any means assert chat the money is thrown away, 
as it is now expended for schools in these districts ; but it certainly 
is expended without returning the benefits that ought to be realized. 

_ Every pupil of school age in this town should have first class 
common school privileges within reasonable traveling distance from 
his own home. 

In one third of our districts this is not now possible, without 
new school houses, longer schools, more apparatus, and more ex- 
perienced teachers. Inthe future we shall gather bitter fruit from 
these neglected fields. Next to a town without any schools is the 
town with poor schools, in the descending scale in morals and 
manhood. . 

The difference between the school house in one part of the town 
with its destitution of suitable appliances, and the one in the vill- 
age with its clock tower will be marked before many years in mat- 
ters more important than architecture. 

If reform cannot be effected in some of the district alignments, 
the sooner the town system is adopted and the school money ex- 
pended for the benefit of all the pupils irrespective’ of locality, the 
better it will be for all concerned. 
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CHARACTER OF INSTRUCTIONS. 


With good school houses, good apparatus, good sized schools, 
good Jength of terms and good pay, good teachers are readily ob- 
taived by the exercise of ordinary discrimination. — It is time for 
an orgauized and efficieuat movement for the establishment, in each 
school division of the town,of thoroughly equipped schools. Such 
teachers as every school in town should have, will not work for the 
wages or with the apparatus which this, the capital town of north- 
ern New Hampshire, provides in half a dozen of its school districts. 
Is it creditable to such a town, in its centennial year, to have it 
known througbout the land that its school teachers get but $1 {) a 
a week, with board added, provided the teacher will itinerate from 
house to house? We are ready to vote millions to establish at the 
South just such schools as we will not give the children of one 
third the territory of our own town. The true doctrine was laid 
down long ago. ‘‘If any provide not for his own, and especially 
for those of his own house. he hath denied the faith and is worse 
than an infidel.” ‘There is a disposition throughout the whole 
community to sustain the teachers in everything except equipment 
aud wages. In fractious of the town these also are amply sup- 
plied. Our argument is for the extension of equal privileges to all. 


RESULTS ACCOMPLISHED. 


The work of teachers and pupils this year has been character- 
ized by diligence aud all the success that we had the right to ex- 
pect. Atbest the time given for preparation for the business of life 
is limited. While it is uujust for the town to restrict these privi- 
leges by a parsimonious or inefficient school policy, it is neverthe- 
less fatal.to the future of the youth of the town to neglect the 
opportunities that are provided. So few have been the instances of 
willful neglect of duty, in the desk and bench that no occasion is 
given for a particular mention of them. ali diiw 

These views of a single year’s workings of the school system of 
Littleton are respectfully submitted with the earnest hope that the 
people will add the necessary things that are now lacking, for the 
thorough education of the rising generation, and that no step back- 
ward may be taken. lirw 31
